Dear Sir}3- 
The National Sculpture Society begs you to consider the 
unsatisfactory coinage of the United States, and to use for the 
improvement oi that coinage the great powers committed to you. 
No one of our national coins is at all good in design or in model- 
ling. Some are better than others, but none are good, and the 
whole body of our numismatiec art compares badly with that of any 
one of the great nations of Europe. 

These opinions are not confined to sculptors. They are 
shared by all those, we think, who have made the fine arts a part 
of their education: that is to say by all educated men and women. 

The importance of a really artistic coinage is great, first 
as worthily representing the nation and the people, second as 
asserting the nation's claim to be a cultivated and an enlightened 
one, third as affording a not inconsiderable series of lessons in 
artistic design and in the judgment of art to the whole community. 
A coin is either good art or bad art, it ean hardly be of no 
effect. Eachi side of every coin is a bas--relief of good or of 
bad design. The effect upon the more observing members of the 
community of handling daily, and hourly, pieces which possess the 
power and the stimulus of strong and graceful sculpture can hardly

Mr. President and Fellow Members of the American Numismatic and A rchacological 
poociety 


This Committee was appointed January 18th 1892, to undertake the publication 
of the proceedings of the Society, from the time of the last publication—1887—to date. 

Shortly after the Annual Meeting, March 21st, 1892, a subscription was started, 
to meet the expenses of this publication, and the cost of moving to our present 
quarters. 

A fund of $55 was already in the hands of the Society, which was subscribed, 
‘some time previously, for the purpose of printing proceedings, but never used, $605 
more was soon subscribed and paid in to the Treasurer of the Society, making $670 
in all, out of which the moving expenses and a small portion of the publication 
‘expenses have been paid, the balance remains in the hands of the Treasurer. 

The present volume comprises the proceedings of the last five annual meetings— 
1888 to 1892. The History of the Society by the Historiographer, Mr. William R. 
Weeks, with Roll of Members and Officers, and the proceedings of the Numismatic 
and Archaeological Meetings with a number of papers that have been read before 
tthe Society. 

While we are unable at this time to give the exact cost of this publication—a 
‘detailed report will be rendered at the next mecting—we can assure you that enough 
of the publication fund will remain to cover the cost of printing the Annual 
Proceedings of 1893.
